1 . A pesticidal composition comprising, in admixture with an acceptable carrier, 
rosemary oil and optionally, aldiluent selected from the group consisting of wintergreen oil, 
mineral oil. benzyl alcohol, citipnellal, d-limonene, safflower oil, soybean oil, and sesame oil, 
wherein the composition is pe^ticidally effective against fungus, bacteria, insects, arachnids, 
lan/ae and eggs thereof- 

2. The pesticidal cdmposition of claim 1, wherein the composition is effective 
against mites, aphids, thrips, wqiteflies, loopers, worms, beetles, leafrollers, moths and 
weevils and eggs thereof. 

3. A method for confrolling agricultural invertebrate pests, including insects, 
arachnids, larvae and eggs thereof, comprising applying to the locus where control is desired 
a pesticidal ly-effective amount of ihe composition of claim 1 .
